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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered Claims 9 to 11 presented in the amendment filed April 24, 1998 
have been renumbered 8 to 10, respectively, since this application had no Claim 8 prior 
to this amendment. Thus, Claims 1, 3 and 7 to 10 are currently pending in this 
a pplicati on. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 3 and 8 to 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has no disclosure of "a 
feeding angle" in addition to the inclination angle, as recited in lines 6 and 7 of Claim 1 , 
or of "a pivoting angle" in addition to an inclination angle, as recited in line 7 of Claim 8 
to 10. Furthermore, the specification fails to provide an antecedent basis for the term 
"floatingly supported" in line 5 of Claim 1, as required by 37 C.F.R. 1.75 (d)(1). 
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Conclusion 



4. Claim 7 is allowed. 

5. This is a CONTINUATION of applicant's earlier Application No. 08/615,025. All 
claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have 
been finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they 
had been entered in the eariier application.
